canal be not allowed to entirely absorb 
the Panama Railroad, but that the rail- 
road be utilized as heretofore in the 
tra mn of freight across the 
isthmus. 


The memorandum states that the 
isthmus has offered two great obstacles 
to the exchange of products between 
the eastern coast of the United States 
and the Latin American countries. One 
of these is the land rrier which the 
United States is about to remove; the 
other has been the monopoly of the 
railroad line which can be remedied, as 
the United States is now the owner of 
-the railroad. It states that the present 
railroad rates are prohibititory. 

It is further pointed out that from 
the most distant ports to New York by 
way of Panama is but 4500 miles, and 
by way of Magellan 11,000 miles. It is 
Stated that goods can be brought from 
Europe 25 to 30 cents cheaper than from 
ithe United States, and the South 
American countries, while the cost on 
shipped from New York via the 
us is 40 cents higher than from 
Burepe.

For an average American it is hard 
to understand why an university or 
any other educational institution 
should be involved in political strife— 
young men go to them to study, not 
to become political agitators. But the 
general conditions of Russian life are 
such that its men and women, in the 
first place, have no means of getting 
together, and in the second very 
quickly became contaminated and in- 
aifferent to the general welfare of the 
country, through the debasing influ- 
ences of the governmental! system. 
The youth, with its enthusiasm of good 
Intentions, being congregated in large 
numbers in these institutions of learn- 
ing. take up the study of public wrongs 
and constitute themselves the watch- 
dogs of public conscience. At the bat- 
tom of every students’ revolt, as its 
primary cause there can always be 
found some crime on the part of 
autocracy, some public wrong which 
their honesty cannot endure. The 
press is muzzled; discussion on public 
questions forbidden; deliberations of 
\public bodies, ike the zemstvos or 
city councils, limited strictly to their 
local affaire—there is no way to vent 
public indignation or desires—and the 
Students take them up and start the 
ball rolling by their revolts. It is cer- 
tainly pitiful to sacrifice youth—thou- 
them lose their chance of ac- 
quiring an education; many of them 
wreck their whole lives for something 
that should be the business of mature 
men: but in a country Where human 
thought is suppressed it must find a 
way to the surface, and the students 
wem to be the way in modern Russia. 
Without them and their periodical re- 
voles public conscience would go to 
Sleep, and no rea! progress of the idea 
of liberty would be poesible. Public 
education in Russia is, with very few

the hands of the Ministry of Public 
Education—the Department of Mind

And this qualifica- 
tion is based, especially for the las’ 
quarter of the century, not upon real 
merit, not upon the aptness of the boy 
to acquite knowledge, but upon his 


mind as to rely political require- 
ments. 4 notwithstanding the 
greatest possible care exercised in this 
direction by the faculties of the gym- 
nasiums,: notwithstanding the scrutiny 
with which a dipioma of maturity was 
given, the very air of the university 
cities was, and is, so charged with dis- 
content, with hatred of the govern- 
mental system, that the great majority 
of these most carefully-selected boys 
quickly become ardent adherents of 
reform and change, and university re- 
volts follow in rapid succession. 

University and gymnasium education 
are very costly in Russia. Only a 
small per cent. of students are 
mitted free—and these free vacancies 
are usually filled by favorites of the 
persons in power at the time. All stu- 
dents are required to wear expensive 
untforms—citizens’ clothes are forbid- 
den on the streets und in all public 
places. A student caught without his 
uniform is arrested and punished. 
Special officers of the university have 
access to students’ lodgings at any 
time—can search their premises, watch 
their movements, and have spies at 
their meetings and private gatherings. 
Secret organizations are strictly for- 
bidden, and any attempt to form them 
means instant dismissal, without the 
right to enter any other university or 
special school. There is a very elab- 
orate and drastic code of punishments 
for offenses against the rules and reg- 
ulations—suspension for a term and 
complete expulsion being very fre- 
quent; and while the complete course 
for a physician requires five years,

Long Beach Marshal Says 
He'll Rule or “Bust.” 


— — 
Sensational Charges Against 
Department Head. 
City Trustees Divided and the 
Situation Volcanic. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


LONG BEACH, April 10.—Trouble 
which has been brewing in police cir- 
cles of Long Beach for some time, cul- 
minated ‘today in the filing before the 
City Trustees of charges against City 
Marshal J. J. Conklin by Officer Leslie 
Folsom, in which the Marshal is 
charged with neglect of duty, refusal 
to allow Folsom access to the jail with 
prisoners. and with illegally collecting

ago. A vacancy existed, and Marshal 
Conklin being advised that under his 
bond he was responsible for the doings 
of the police force, as outlined by the 
general laws, asked that Bert Moody 
be appointed. The Police and Sanitary 

Committee, however, did not take this 
view of the case, and appointed Fol- 
som. 

The Marshal resented this infringe- 
ment of what he regarded as his rights, 
and there has been an open split in the 
department, and a diecontented feeling 
abong the Trustees, Messrs. Eno and 
Losee inclining toward Marshal Conk- 
lin, while the Police Committee, Trus- 
tees Campbell, Cate and Oakford, in- 
sisted that they were right and stood 
by Folsom. Folsom complained that 
he was being ignored, and not en- 
trusted by the Marshal with important 
cases, and took his troubleg to Trustee 
Oakford, with the result that Oakford 
and Conklin had high words, and have 
been at loggerheads for some time. 

A short time ago, the Marshal as- 
serts, Folsom took a wheel out of ja!l 
that didn't belong to him, but which 
Folsom says was his own property. 
At any rate, the Marshal changed the 
_lock on the jail door, and when Folsom 
arrested two men last Thursday he 
could not land them, because the key 
was missing, and it was some time be- 
fore it was located. 

That night Trustee Oakford and the 
Marshal met on the wharf, and had a 
hot war of words. Oakford demanded 
a key for Folsom, and Conklin refused 
point blank, saying that as he was cus- 
todian of the jail and responsible on 
his bond, he proposed to say who 
should have access to the jail, and that 
Folsom was not to and never would get 
a key, and that he would fight any at- 
tempt of the Police Committee to over- 
ride his authority. This culminated to- 
day in tne charges preferred by Fol- 
som. 

Just as the Trustees were adjourning 
Marshal Conklin addressed the board, 
and told them that in view of the 
charges made against him of neglect 
of duty and misuse of funds, he would 
hereafter bar Folsom from the Mar- 
shal’s office and the jafl, and would not 
recognize his authority as a policeman, 
and he, therefore, demanded the offi- 
cer's key and star. The Trustees were 
plainly nonplused. 

Conklin and Folsom met at door, and 
the Marshal made a demand for the 
key to his office, to which Folsom re- 
torted that he would give it up only 
when the Council ordered and not be- 


re. 

“Then,” said Conklin, I give you 
warning that the first time you put a 
key into that lock you must take the 
consequences, as I wil! defend it as I 
would my home.” 
„Oh, I can take care of myself.“ said 
Folsom, to which the Marshal retorted, 
significantly: “You will have need to if 
you try to come in that door.” 
Tonight Conklin is on guard in his 
office with a gun, but it is thought that 
the friends of both will prevent any 
trouble. 

Marshal Conklin is indignant over 
the charges. “They are a tissue of 
lies, except that I. will not give Folsom 
a key to the jail. He has not attended 
to his duties, and I don't propose to be 
responsible for a man in whom I have 
no confidence. Any charges I have 
made can and will be substantiated 
against him. So far as levying charges 
for bicycles, no one can say that I ever 
made a levy for that purpose. 1 or- 
dered the wheels taken up to prevent 
them being stolen, and every cent paid 
in has been voluntary, and in apprecia- 
tion of saving their wheeels. That 
money has been spent for matches, 
soap and towels for this office, and the 
fire department. Under the law and 
my bond I am hel responsible for ev- 
ery act of the police, and under the 
circumstances I am going to do my 
duty as I see it, and resist any effort to 
override my authority, even if 1 have

Mrs. Cutter, shocked beyond all 
measure at what she found, has filed 
suit for divorce frum Cutter, charging

tion being to prewont that official from 
delivering the deed or certified copies 
to the defendant or her agents. 

Cutter sets forth in the complaint 
that he did, on De*ember 31, 1904, draft 
a deed of gift, purporting to convey to 
May Dabney Cutter, all his property, 
real and personal; that this deed was 
signed by plaintiff and defendant on 
that date in the piesence of C. F. Slos- 
son, notary public of Monrovia, and 
that the deed then was placed in an 
envelope and deposited in the safety 
deposit box. 

It is alleged by Cutter that it was 
agreed between ‘he plaintiff and de- 
fendant that no delivery of the instru- 
ment was to be made to Mrs. Cutter 
until the death of Cutter, the purpose 
being, as stated in the complaint, “to 
avoid the trouble and expense incident 
to the administration of the plaintiff's 
estate.“ 

It is averred further that the plain- 
tiff reserved the ‘ight to cancel the 
instrument at any time. 

After declaring that the deed was 
not delivered to the defendant, the 
complainant goes on to allege that.

BARBEE HOOK’S 
MOTHER PAYS.

Defrays Expenses of Son’s 
Automobile Accident. 
Settles a Life Annuity on 
Dead Girl's Mother. 


Mrs. Birtwistle. Gratefully 
Accepts Reparation. 


The aged, widowed and childless 
mother of Margaret Birtwistle will not 
sue young Barbee Hook for damages 
on account of the killing of her daugh- 
ter by his automobile. 25. 

The young man's mother, Mrs. W. 8. 
Hook, has offered to pay all bilis in- 
cidental to the tragedy, and to settle 
on the beggared and lonely old woman 
an income for the rest of her life. This 
offer has been gratefully accepted. 

Mrs. Hook, who is the widow of the 
tate president of the old Traction sys- 
tem. returned yesterday from a visit 
in the East. She at once communicated 
with Mrs. Martha Birtwistle’s attor- 
ney, Earl Rogers, and the compromise 
was effected. 

Last evening, Barbee Hook's uncle, 
T. J. Hook, went to the humble home 
of Mrs. Birtwistle in Avenue 20, aiid, 
in behalf of the lad’s mother, conveyed 
a message of sorrow and of sympathy 
from Mrs. Hook. He informed Mrs. 
Birtwistle that Mrs. Hook desired to 
pay all the expenses incurred for med- 
ical attendance and hospital care of the 
injured girl, and for her funeral and 
burial, and that she further desired to 
settle on the widow a life annuity of 
about $400—equal to an income 


about $33.33 a month, so long as she 
lives. 


Mrs. Birtwistle giatetully accepted 
this offer of material reparation, and 
the agreement was sealed, Bonds suf- 
ficient to insure the payment of the 
annuity have been deposited with a 


trust company ta Mrs. Bértwistie’s 
credit, and the proposed suit for dam- 


ages has been dropped. 

Commenting briefly on this agreeable 
arrangement, Attorney Rogers last 
night said: 


“The offer came voluntarily from 
Mrs. Hook, as a substantial proof of 
her own desire to make such amends 
as could be made to Margaret Birtwis- 
tle's mother for the terrible accident in 
which her own son had incurred re- 
sponsibility. Margaret Birtwistle was 
the support of her aged parent, and 
while it is too pitifully true that money 
payments cannot offset the taking of 
human life, yet they stand for the only 
reparation that can be made. The 
courts have held that a parent cannot 
recover at law damages in excess of 
the earning power of the child for a 
reasonable period of years. Under this 
ruling, Mrs. Birtwistle scarcely could 
have hoped for damages above $3060. So 
by the generous offer of Mrs. Hook she 
finds herself better off in the way of 
support for her remaining years than a 
successful suit at law could have made 
her. Barbee Hook is not worth any 
money in his own name, hence a ver- 
dict of damages againts him migh 
have been barren.”

Letter from Wronged Wife Throws 
More Light on Past of C. D. 
Whalen, Who Fied the City After 
Tricking a Married Woman and 
Being Exposed. 


Several weeks ago The Times ex- 
posed one C. D. Whalen, proprietor of 
an East Second-street barber-shop, 
who, with certain assistance from At- 
torney C. B. (“Habeas Corpus) Ladd, 
trapped a married woman into a bogus 
contract to marry, lived with her a 
few days, and cast her off for another. 
Immediately after being exposed by 
The Times, Whalen fled from the city. 
It is now made to appear that Wha- 
len is an ex-clergyman. The following 
letter explains itself: 

“ROCHESTER (N. v.) April 4, 1905,— 
[To the Editor of the Los Angeles 
Times}—Sir: I have just read a clip- 
ping in the Prattsburg News, taken 
from the Los Angeles Times. C. D. 
Whalen is my lawful husband, was 
married to me in 1889. in Sault Ste. 
Marie, Can. Neither of us has had a 
divorce from the other. Mr. Whalen 
has been a minister of the gospel. He 
ran away two years.ago with the or- 
ganist of the church in which he was 
pastor, deserting his family. They 
(he and the young woman) went to 
Los Angeles; lived in that city as man 
and wife. She died four months after 
they went there, and was buried as his 
wife. Her folks made an investiga- 
tion concerning her sudden death; 
they thought there was some foul play, 
she died so sudden. He was arrested 
and lodged in jail for ‘adultery. The 
Chief of Police of Los Angeles sent me 
a telegram to come to Los Angeles to 
prosecute him. I had no money to go, 
so he was let out. 

Then he wrote to me, and asked me 
to forgive him. He said he was sorry 
he had done wrong, and said how 
good and kind he would be to me and 
the chilren if I would go to him. 80 
I went—sold all my household goods 
and went to Los Angeles. We lived 
at No. 530 Wall street for seven 
months. He began to abuse me the 
first week I was there. He said he 
had other women, and he would not 
work for me. I canvassed a hair tonic 
which he had on the market. He sat 
in the house. I told him I wanted to 
go back East. He gave me some 
money, and with that and what I had 
saved I came back to Rochester 1 
write this in the hepe that you will 
publish it, and put women on to that 
man, who is trying to ruin so many. 
He has four nice, bright children here 
with me (tir mother) in Rochester. 
He never sends anything toward their 
support.“ 

The letter closes with a few scorch- 
ing sentences, giving the writer’s opin- 
don of Attorney Ladd, and is s!.rneé 
“Mrs. C. D. Whalen, No. 136 Joy 
street.

TO BE PUSHED. 


EXPERT ENGAGED TO EXPLOIT 
IT WIDELY. 


— 


Campaign of Misrepresentation to 
be Fought Against and California's 
Fine Product Placed Where it Be- 
longe—How an Eastern Company 
is Trying to “Knock” Here. 


T. Hugh Boorman, late of New York, 
and for thirty-two years connected 
with the asphalt and paving business, 
is in the city in the interests of the 
asphalt producers of this State. Mr. 
Boorman is interested in the Eastern 
1 Oil Company of this city, 
which is a large manufacturer of as- 
phait from the oil produced from its 
property at Kern River, and has been 
engaged by ex-Gov. Cady of Connecti- 
cut, president of the company. to take 
up. and devote himself to the work of 
pushing the interests of California ar- 
phalt throughout the country. working 
for the interests of the entire State, 
one producer as much as another, with 
a view of gaining for the California 
product that position which it should 
have long ago possessed, in the mar- 
ket throughout the United States and 
Canada wherever municipalities seek 
to improve their streets by the use of 
asphalt. 

At present the market is dominated 
by the trust, the importers of the 
South American output, to the great 
disadvantage of the home industry. 
Whenever the California men have 
sought a contract, they have been 
compelled to fight, not only against 
the legitimate competition of the 


porters, not only against the prejudice 
that is always encountered by an arti- 
cle more or less unknown, but also 
against a campaign of continual mis- 
representation of their product, which 
the importers refer to as “oll as- 


phalt.” 
NEED FOR ACTION. 

“There never was a time when the 
need for combination and concerted 
action was as great as it is now on the 
part of the California asphalt men,” 
said Mr. Boorman last night. “With- 
out this there is little hope of making 
any headway. To illustrate the way 
things are now going in the East, the 
city of Detroit has just let a contract 
for 1000 tons of the Venezuelan asphalt 
at a price $5 a ton higher than that 
offered by the California men. Through 
the influence exercised by the import- 
ers, and the prejudice aroused by 
them, a contract for 1500 tons of the 
South American product has been let 
a few weeks ago in Winnepeg, Man., 
at a similar advance over the price 
offered by California men. In New 
York this infivence has caused our 
asphalt to be debarred from use in 
street work in Manhattan borough, al- 
though in Brooklyn, through the more 
liberal policy of President Littlefield, 
it is being used at present by con- 
tractors. 

“There is no occasion for this. Call- 
fornia asphalt, the output of local re- 
fineries from crude oll, is equal to any 
of the mineral product from South 
America or anywhere else. I have 
been in nearly all the big cities of the 
United States and Canada and many 
of those of Europe, and inspected as- 
phalt pavements in all, and I can say, 
without qualification, that 1 have 
never seen any better ward than that 
done right here, such as the two miles 
and a half on Marengo avenue, in 
Pasadena, done by local contractors, 
using the asphalt manufactured from 
California crude oil. 

„„ have given up my business inter- 
eats in New York entirely, and have 
come to California to devote myself 
for years to come to the work of push- 
ing the asphalt industry of the State. 
1 shall not in any sense work for any 
one concern, but for the general i- 
terests. I have seen the local asphalt 
men. and they are all interested, and 
anxious to push the matter along. By 
getting together we can accomplish 
something and protect our home in- 
dustry; singly, we can do nothing. If 
necessary we can see if Congress can- 
not extend to us the protection that 
is given to other home industries. We 
can certainly work to overcome the 
campaign of misrepresentation of our

IRISH SCHOOL TEACHERS. 


A Delegation of Them Coming to Study 
4 the Methods in Vogue in 
America. 


(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 

DUBLIN, March 22.—Arrangements 
are in progress through which a dele- 
gation representing the school teachers 
of Ireland will visit the United States, 
arriving in Easter week. Their object 
will be to inquire into and study as far 
as possible the system of elementary 
education obtaining in the United 
States with the view of placing the re- 
sults of their investigations fater on 
before the educational authorities in 
England. They will represent what is 
known in Ireland as the National 
Teachers’ Organization. Four men are 
going out, one to represent each prov- 
ince. Richard Walsh will represent 
Connaught; Robert Waalker, Ulster: 
Thomas Glyne, Leinster, and A. J. Nel- 
son, Munster. It was expected that 
Douglas Hyde, leader of the Gaelic re- 
Vival movement, would be able to ac- 
company the delegation, but his nu- 
merous other engagements in Ireland 
preciudes the possibility of his doing 
80. Thomas O'Donnell, Mu. P., who was 


a teacher himself before he became a | 


member of Parliament, and who it will 
be remembered, caused some amuse- 
ment in the House of Commons by ad- 
dressing the Assembly in Gaelic on one 
occasion, will take Douglas Hyde's 
place and guide the delegation through 
the United States. The recent revival, 
industrlal and educational, in Ireland 
has convinced the Irish people that the 
educational system provided for them 
by. England is rotten, and the Iriths 
teachers at their own expense are go- 
ing to travel in search of knowledge for 
the benent of the rising generation. 
The delegation proposes to visit Ney 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Chicagp 
and Washington, and if their funds can 
stand out they will go to Toronto and 
Montreal. 


REVIVAL IN WALES. 


T. Stead Graphically Describes 
the Great Religious 
Movement. 


The place of honor in Public Opinion, 
April 8. is occupied by an article by 
William T. Stead, the editor of the 

ndon Review of Reviews, on the re- 
vival in Wales. Mr. Stead has been 
studying the revivals and writes his 
most vivid impressions. Of the meet- 
ings themselves he says: 

“The most extraordinary thing about 
the meetings which I attended was the 
extent to which they were absolutely | 
without any human direction or lead- 
ership. “We must obey the spirit,’ is 
the watchword of Evan Roberts, and 
he is as obedient as the humblest of 
his followers. The meetings open— 
after any amount of preliminary sing- 
ing while the congregation is assem- 
biing—by the reading of a chapter or 
a psalm. Then it is go-as-you-please 
for two hours or more. And the 
amazing thing is that it does go and 
does not get entangled in what might 
seem to be the inevitable confusion. 
Three-fourths of the meeting consists 
of singing. No one uses a hymn-book 
No one gives out a hymn. The last 


William 


person to control the meeting in any 


way is Evan Roberts. People pray 
and sing, give testimony; exhort as 
the spirit moves them. As a study 
of the psychology of crowds, I have 
seen nothing like it. You feel that the 
thousand or fifteen hundred persons 
before you have merged into 
one myriad-headed but single-souled 
personality. 

“You can watch what they call the 
influence of the power of the spirit, 
playing over the crowded congregation 
as an eddying wind plays over the 
surface of a pond. If anyone, carried 
away by his feelings, prays too long, 
or if anyone, when speaking, fails to 
touch the right note, someone—it may 
be anybody—commen cs to sing. For 


a moment there is a hesitation as if the 


meeting were in doubt as to its deci- 
sion, whether to hear the speaker, or 
to continue to join in the prayer, or 
whether to sing. If it decides to hear 
and to pray, the singing dies away. If, 
on the other hand, as usually happens, 
the people decide to sing, the chorus 
swells in volume until it drowns all 
other sound. 


The prayers are largely autobio- | 


graphical, and some of them intensely 
dramatic. On one occasion an impas- 
sioned and moving appeal to the Deity 
was accompanied throughout by an ex- 
quisitely rendered hymn, sung by three 
of the Singing Sisters. It was like 
the undertone of the orchestra when 
some leading singer is holding the 
house. The Singing Sisters—there are 
five of them—are as conspicuous fig- 
ures in the movement as Evan Roberts 
himself. Some of their solos are won- 
ders of dramatic and musical appeal. 
Nor is the effect lessened by the fact. 
that the singers, like the speakers, 
sometimes break down in sobs and 
tears. The meeting always breaks out 
into a passionate and consoling song, 
until the soloist, having recovered her 
breath, rises from her knees and re- 
sumes her song. The praying and sing- 
ing are both wonderful, but more im- 
pressive than either are the a 
which occur when utterance fails.”

that require such facilities for obtain- 
ing strong drink. The men sitting 
around the café tables and sipping 
absinthe are those very pseudo-col- 
onists who call themselves traders, but 
who are really out on the get-rich- 
quick plan, and on the get-home-quick 
plan as well. They are not real set- 
tlers; they never yet made a prosper- 
ous colony, and they never will. 
Until France learns the lesson of 
throwing open her colonies freely and 
without restriction to the vigorous 
Angio-Saxon as well as to the nos- 
talgic Parisian—the rural Frenchman 
rarely emigrates—her over-sea posses- 
sions never will become profitable prop- 
Ositions. A new country needs al!

Recognition of 
this truth has been precisely the grand 
secret of success in all the British col- 
onies throughout Africa—that makes 
the British Gold Coast, for example, 
prosperous, while the adjoining 
French Ivory Coast is unproductive 
and insolvent.

DUCATION VS. PROHIBITION. 

A committee representing more 
than 15,000 members of the British 
medical profession recently adopted, 
almost verbatim, our American course 


of study in hygiene and temperance. . 
This 


action was certainly a high trib- 
ute to our educational methods, as the 
committee was composed of many dis- 
tinguished representatives of the med- 
ical profession in the United King- 
dom. They went so far as to recom- 
mend the American course of study to 
every local school board in England, 
Scotland. Ireland and Wales, as a syl- 
labus of study in this subject for all 
pupils in elementary schools. 

In July. 1904, a royal committee on 
physical deterioration in England re- 
ported to the British Parliament that 
in their opinion more mar be done to 
check the degeneration resulting from 
drink, by bringing home to men and 
women the fatal effects of alcoho! on 
physical efficiency. than by expatiating 
on the moral wickedness of drinking.” 

This is no doubt true. “Expatiating 
on the mora) wickedness of drinking” 
has saved comparatively few persons 
from the vice of intemperance. 

Radical prohibition laws have never 
proved a success in any community 
where the péople were divided, in any- 
thing like equal numbers. on the ques- 
tion of prohibition or license. A com- 
munity Will be temperate or nontem- 
perate according to the excess or lack 
of temperance sentiment. Many persons 


| believe they have a right to eat and 


drink what they please, so long as they 
do not disturb others In the equal en- 


‘joyment of the same right. 


But, waiving for the moment the 
question as to whether alcoholic stim- 
ulants are an unmixed evil. and taking 
up the question as to the most effective 
method of promoting temperance, or 
even abstinence, it will hardly be 
denied that the teaching of temperance 
and hygiene in the public schools is 
most effective’ If the child can be 
made to understand, during his most 


- impressionable years, that the use of 


alcohol is injurious upon the system. 
greatly impairing the efficiency of 
mind and body, the chances of his 
yielding to intemperance are decidedly 
reduced. 

No man is converted from intempe- 
rance to abstinence until his heart has 
been converted, and this cannot be 
done by holding over him a prohibi- 
tion club. There is a quality in men's 
natures which resents coercion, espe- 
clally in matters which they regard as 
matters of conscience and personal 
rights. 

The manufacture of alcohol and its 


allied products cannot be stopped, al- 


together, except by educating men to 
the folly and wrong of the use of al- 
cohol as a stimulant. If it came to u 


on 
premises; and if half of the co 
nity should be so inclined, the 
half would cut a sorry figure in trying 
to imprison and fine them. 

Let us have high license and strict 
regulation of the liquor traffic, as the 
most sane and sensible method of

Let us persuade every man who can 
be persuaded, to lead a temperate life. 
And let us educate the coming gene- 
rations in the advantages, both men- 
tal and physical, of temperate, well- 
ordered lives. If there be any method 
by which the human race may be de- 
livered from the evils of intemperance, 
whether in eating, drinking, or the use 
of drugs, that method is to be found 
in education. Attempts at prohibition 
are sure to prove abortive, and in the 
end positively injurious to the cause 
of true temperance. |

Arn AND THINGS 
M OVER THE SBAS. 

In view of eventualities, the German 
press is loudly proclaiming German 
preponderance of interests in the 
troubled domain of Vensuela. We are 
told that the bulk of the foreign trade 
of the republic is in German hands, 
there being forty large German firms 
engaged in commerce there; that §5,- 
760,000 of German capital is invested in 
real estate in Venezuela; that the rall- 
roads have been bullt by Germans, and 
that the manufacturing establishments 


in the republic have been organized 
and carried on by Germans. Further- 


more, in Caracas the Germans have 
their own schools, clubs, and societies, 
and a newspaper pu in the Ger- 


man tongue. 

Such are the claims being emphasized 
in the newspapers of the Fatherland, 
according to United States Consul- 
General Guenther of Frankfort. While 
the assertions obviously go too far, the 
German stake In the country not 
be denied. But this vigorous insistence 
is in itself of importance, for when the 
German press makes its voice heard in 
unison on any foreign topic it is 
usually at the government's biddin 
and for some ulterior diplomatic en 
After Tangier, is it to be La Guayra? 
Is the imperial yacht coming across to 
Caribbean waters? Germany disavows 
the Franco-British treaty over Morocco, 
because she was never made a party 
to it. Precisely the same 1 
holds good is regard to the onroe 
doctrine. So the world may be having 
next a vigorous declaration about Ger- 
many’s sacrosanct rights in Venzuela. 


ANOTHER KIDNAPING CASE. 


The imperial visit to Tangier has for 
the time being quite obscured the fate 
of a distinguished young Frenchman 
kidnaped by Berber tribesmen just a 
few days before Emperor William 
landed in Morocco. We have heard 
nothing more about the Incident since, 
But now we may ask—Where is M. de 
Segonzac? The story of his capture is 
quite a romantic one. 

The Marquis De Segonzac, to give 
him his full title, is an explorer of re- 
nown. He is a finely-trained scientist, 
and a skilled surveyor, and, as he is’ 
also a wonderful Arabic scholar and 
student of Arabic customs, Morocco, 
the least explored of all Mohammedan 
lands, has been the chosen field of his 
labors. He has published a delightful 
and entertaining narrative of his for- 
mer journeys in Morocco in 1899-1901, 
when, dieguised as a Mohammedan, he 
visited many parts of the country 
which had never before been traversed 
by a European. At times he posed asa 
mer.dicant, at others as the servant of 
an influential Shereef, and sometimes 
as a pilgrim to the sacred shrines. In 
one or other of these disguises he twice 
crossed the whole breadth of the dan- 
gerous Rif country, explored the Mid- 
die Atlas by way of the valley of the 
Muiuya River, and traversed a consid- 
erable part of Southwestern Morocco, 
Notwithstanding the obvious difficulties 
of taking observations and making col- 
lections while traveling under such 
conditions, M. De Segonzac succeeded 
in amassing much valuable material to 
add to our knowledge of the geography 


and geology of country, ite natural 
resources, and character of its n- 
habitants, 


On his present expedition M. De Se- 
gonzac was traveling under the auspices 
of the French Morocco Committee. He 
was journeying through the southern 
part of the country, accompanied by an 
Algerian specially skilled in oriental 
languages, and several Moorish ser- 
varta By one of the latter he was un- 
doubtedly betrayed. Already he had 
made a long journey, to the eity of 
Morocco, the southern capital, thence 
along the Atlas chain of moun 
filling in many blanks in the map a 
sending home invaluable notes when- 
ever a trustworthy messenger could be 
found to carry them to the coast. He 
was on 
Atlas range when he was made a pris- 
oner. A chief expressed the desire to 
examine the rifies of the party, and 
when these were In his possession he 
seized the explorer as an unbeliever in 
disguise, a Christian intruder, where 
all Christians are hated and excluded. 

HELD TO RANSOM. 

However, the case is undoubtedly one 
of ransom, of the class so successfully 
inaugurated by the brigand Raisuli 
further north, and likely now to become 
a permanent and profitable industry in 
Morocco, unlese the French are allowed 
to Introduce some semblance of order. 
Meanwhile, Paris is strangely silent 
about M. De Segonzac’'s fate. Most 
certainly he will not be sacrificed, even 
if a military expedition has to be sent 
to release him, or to punish his mur- 
derers should the most untoward result 
come about. Altogether the incident is 
another complication in a situation al- 
ready gravely complicated.
